SOUTH BEND, Ind., Dec. 12— 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller of 
New Yotk proposed today that 
Congress give the President dis- 
cretionary power to enforce 
compulsory arbitration in major 
strikes involving the national 
welfare. 

Rockefeller made the proposal 
in a statement handed to re- 
porters who accompanied him 
today to South Bend, the first 
stop in his week-long - swing 


through the Midwest and South. 


The sentiment- sounding tour 
will be Rockefeller’s last foray 
outside New. York before he de- 
cides whether to become @ can-| 
didate for the Republican nomi- 
nation for President. | 


The New York Governor will | 
board his chartered plane tomor- 
row for St. Louis, where he will 
spend the day with Missouri and 
Southern Illinois Republican 
leaders. 

Reception, Planned. 

He will be guest of honor to- 
morrow at a reception at the 
Hotel Chase, sponsored by the 
St. Louis Republican City Com- 
mittee, ; 

Rockefeller timed the release 
of his statement to his arrival in 
South Bend, which is neaf one 
of the nation’s largest: steel cen- 
ters in northwest Indiana. 

Rockefeller said: . “I’m basic- 
ally opposéd to compulsory ar- 
bitration ‘because I am a firm 
believer in settling labor disputes 
in the democratic way through 
collective bargaining. 


“I would oppose any legisla- 
ture setting up compulsory arbi- 
tration as an automatic and gen- 
erally accepted remedy for in- 
dustrial disputes.”’ 

Rockefeller said he would op- 
pose such legislation because it 
would violate the concept of col- 
lective bargaining. ‘‘People out- 
sice labor management 
would have control over wages 
end prices without the continu- 
ing responsibility, with such leg- 
is'ation,”” he added. 

‘‘And, our economy would tend 
to be regulated by fiat. 


‘Need for an Exception.’ 


“But the present situation,”’ he 
said, referring to the steel strike, 
‘points up the need for an ex- 
ception.” 

He explained: ‘In event of an 
extreme case of complete stale- 
mate which affects the health, 
safety and welfare of our coun- 
try, it seems to me that we 
should trust the President, re- 
gardless of party, with this dis- 
cretionary authority. 

“It would be his duty to see 
that the conditions laid down for 
the contract period in such an 
arbitration, as a final step, would 
not harm our economy nor do

The trade 
agreement provides that Soviet 
purchases of: Brazilian coffee 
are to grow from 350,000 bags 
next year to 600,000 bags in 1962.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Dec. 
12—In its closing minutes, the 
United Nations General Assem- 
bly was informed that the dead- 
locked election contest for a two- 
year seat in the Security Council 
between western-backed Turkey 
and Russian-sponsored Poland 
had been resolved by agreement 
that Communist Poland would 
serve the first. year and Turkey 
the second. 

The compromise was reached 
in. a conference in the office of 
Assembly President Victor A. 
Belaunde between _representa- 
tives of the two rival nations, 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union. It was not made clear if 
the earlier Soviet demand for

Its first stage pro- 
duces 300,000 pounds of thrust. 

Today's explosion occurred at 
blast-off time, 12:11 p.m. The 
explosion came from within the 
90-foot missile. Its cause was 
not determined, 

In its firings the Titan is bolt- 
ed to its stand and is not re- 
leased for a few seconds after 
the first stage engine ignites. 

The malfunction today may 
have been a recurrence of fuel 
tank difficulties in the Titan pro- 
gram, it was said. 

Today’s Titan carried only a 
data capsule in its nose cone and 
was scheduled to be fired over 
a relatively short 2000-mile range. 

The explosion burst the bullet- 
shaped Titan in a mushrooming 
ball of orange flame and .clouds 
of black smoke. Burning debris 
was hurled hundreds of feet into 
the air. | 

There were no injuries to per- 
sonnel watching the test from a 
blockhouse 800 feet from the 
stand.

British Expected to Urge U.S. 
To Assert NATO Leadership

LONDON, Dec. 12—The British 


Government will urge forthright 
assertion of United States lead- 
ership of the Atlantic alliance at 
NATO and Western summit con- 
ferences in Paris next week, 
qualified sources disclosed today. 
The cabinet believes President 
Eisenhower must demonstrate 
his leadership at the heads of 
government conference by ‘‘call- 
ing to heel’’ any leader,, includ- 
ing President De Gaulle. of 
France, who has taken an indi- 
vidual national line “unhelpful” 
to the alliance. 

Straight talk by the President 
when he meets De Gaulle, Chan- 
cellor Adenauer and Prime Min- 
ister Macmillan, will steady the 
Western position. Otherwise, the 
British fear, NATO will grad- 
ually disintegrate and Western 
policy proposals for summit talks 
with the Soviet Union will be- 
come a séries of unnegotiable 
attitudes.

Pct. — Firm’s Presi- 
dent Defends Pricing. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (UPI) 
—Senate investigators said today 
that Upjohn Co. bought female 
sex hormones for 14 cents a 
gram and sold them to druggists 
for $15 a gram, an increase of 
10,000 per cent. 

The Anti-Monopoly subcommit- 
tee investigating drug prices 
also disclosed in questioning 
Dr. E. Gifford Upjohn, president 
of the Kalamazoo (Mich.) firm, 
that Upjohn sold an arthritis 
“wonder” drug in Britain for 
$7.53 per 100 tablets while United 


$17.90. 


Upjohn defended the pricing 
practices which subcommittee 
counsel Rand Dixon described. 
These included bulk sale of 
the arthritis drug to another 
manufacturer at a price 14 times 
less than that charged druggists. 


Dixon also pointed out that 
Upjohn prices for some of its 
products were six times as much 
as those charged by smaller 
firms. 


Paying Too Much. 

Sen. Estes Kefauver (Dem.), 
Tennessee, subcommittee chair- 
man, closed the hearing with the 
statement that evidence ‘‘clear- 
ly shows” Americans are being 
required to pay too much for 
some so-called wonder drugs. 

He announced that hearings 
will resume about the middle of 
January, touching on another 
product in the drug field. Sources 
indicated that antibiotics will be 
next on the list. 

Kefauver said there is clear 
evidence that wonder drug prices 
are too high, and that there is 
an excessive difference between 
manufacturers’ costs and retail 
and wholesale prices. 

He cited testimony showing 
that over the last three years 
the drug industry’s profits have 
been the highest in the country 
about twice that of any other 
inidustry. | 

He said that $750,000,000 spent 
on promdétion and advertising by 
the big cOmpanies figures out to 
about: $5000 for every doctor in 
the country, and that this outlay 
appears “‘much too large.” 

Kefauver also said his subcom- 
mittee evidence that $250,- 
000,000 is. being spent yearly for 
drugs that are no good, ‘‘some 
of which may be harmful.”

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Motorists will be permitted to 
make left turns on green lights | 
at more than half of -the traffic 
signals in Clayton beginning Jan. 
1, Eugene J. Petersen Jr., Clay- 
ton director of public works, an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The seven traffic signals. at 
which left turns will be per- 
mitted are at intersections on 
Forsyth boulevard. At present. 
motorists are allowed to turn 
left on green arrows only. There 
are 13 electric signals aitogether 
in Clayton. 

St. Louis permits left turns on 
green or white arrows only. 
. Other cities which recently have 
adopted the left turn on the 
green light at some signals are 
Ferguson, Kirkwood and Over- 
land. 

The purpose of eliminating the 
turn arrow is to speed the flow 
of traffic, Petersen said. 

“Elimination of the left arrow, 
along with a pedestrian walk 
light which will also be elimi-| 
nated Jan. 1, will cut the signal | 
cycle at the traffic lights along | 
Forsyth from 100 to 70 seconds,” 
he explained. 

The. changes were. adopted by 
the Clayton City Council after a 
study was made by County Traf- 
fic Commissioner Daniel J. Han- 
son and the Clayton Public Works 
Department. :

More Complex Than 
Project Envisioned in 
Columbia Bottoms Area.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dec. 12. 
THE SHORTAGE of plant sites 
that plagues St. Louis and some of 
the other cities competing for in- 
dustry is no longer a headache here. 


The problem is being solved in a 
striking way. 

Memphis has taken a swampy is- 
land in the Mississippi river and 
converted it into a 960-acre indus- 
trial park with a fine harbor. An 
additional 6800 acres is being made 
available for industry by construc- 
tidn of levees to reclaim a low-lying 
tract on the mainland. 

‘This is a $48,000,000 project financed by 
city, county and federal funds. When it 
is completed, the Memphis industrial area 
will be more than doubled and there will 
be seven miles of new water frontage for 
commerce. 

The Memphis Harbor project, as it is 
called, in some respects is similar to the 
Columbia Bottoms project of St. Louis. To 
relieve the St, Louis shortage of ground 
suitable for industry, a civic group proposes 
to acquire a 4800-acre tract at the conflu- 
ence of the Mississippi and the Missouri 
rivers, build a levee to halt flooding and 
develop a big industrial park. 

Memphis woke up one day to the alarm- 
ing realization that its industrial acreage 
was almost used up. When a firm came 
looking for property on navigable water, 
there was nothing left to offer, and it was 
hard to find a good plant site even away 
from the river. 

The city had to decide whether to give 
up hope of further growth or to get more 
room. That was when it began to view 
Presidents Island in a new light. 


FIVE MILES LONG and two and one-half 
miles wide, this island is one of the Jargest 
in the Mississippi.. Because of intermittent 
flooding, it had been used only for farming

Making part of this island suitable for 
an industrial district was an engineering 
feat so complex as to make development 
of Columbia Bottoms in St. Louis look 
simple. A four-mile section of the eastern 
shore had to be raised 25 feet so that fac- 
tories would be 10 feet above the highest 
flood stage on record. 


The island divided the river into two 
channels. An earthen dam had to be con- 
structed to seal off the eastern channel, 
called the Tennessee Chute, and confine the 
river to the other channel on the Arkansas 
side. This created a stillwater harbor. in 


which barges do not have to cope with the 3 


swift river current. It provided also a 
causeway over which railroads and trucks 
operate between the island and the main- 
land. 


A canal had to be cut through the island ¢ 


to carry vessels to the industrial park. This 
provided the fill used to raise the island 
above flood level. In all 66,000,000 cubic 
yards of earth was moved. 


It took nine years to accomplish all this, 
the work being handled by the Army Corps 
of Engineers. The industrial park on Presi- 
dents Island was completed in 1957, but 
industries eager for waterfront sites began 
moving in long before this. The first was 
Sinclair Refining Co., which in 1952 put up 
a warehouse and storage tanks for distri- 
bution of petroleum products. 


TODAY 38 FIRMS have plants on the 
island. Included are five oil companies, 
four grain firms, three equipment distribu- 
tors, three barge lines, three distributors of 
chemicals, two wood preservative firms, 
a furniture manufacturer, a ginning com- 
pany, a manufacturer of boilers and tanks, 
a steel supplier, a concrete products firm 
and a variety of others ranging from heavy 
through medium to light industry. 

Several St. Louis firms are among the 
tenants. Thompson Hayward Chemical Co. 
has a branch office and ware . Hubbell 
Metals has a warehouse. Bi e Products 
Co., which makes emulsified asphalt, is 
putting in a branch plant. Dixie Mills Co., 
with headquarters in East St. Louis, has a 
big warehouse here. 


St. Louis Terminal Distributing Co. 
leases and operates a public river-rail-truck 
terminal. This $1,400,000 facility is used 
not only by firms on the island but by 
mainland industries. Some of the firms 
have their own docks. 

Employment on the island thus far num- 
bers only 400, but it is growing. Some of 
the tenants a‘ready have expanded and 
taker additional ground.

The 
land developed into an industrial district 
is owned jointly by the city and Shelby 
county. Firms purchasing ground for 
plants pay city and county taxes. 


Tenants are carefully selected. To 
qualify for a plant site on the island, 
a firm must be water-oriented. This 
means that it must either use barge ship- 
ping itself or do most of its business 
serving industry which utilizes the inland 
waterways. ; 

This is in keeping with the prime ob- 
jective of the project, expansion of water- 
borne commerce at Memphis, which led 
Congress to vote federal aid. 


The project was authorized by Congress 
in 1947. The first federal appropriation 
came through with lightning speed in 1948 
because the late United States Senator 
Kenneth D. McKellar was then the powerful 
chairman of the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee. The lake created by the closure 
dam is named McKellar Lake. 

Barge traffic here amounted to 2,063,000 
tons a year when work on the project be- 
gan. Federal authorities conservatively 
estimated that the new harbor facilities 
and flood-protected industrial sites would 
increase river shipping by 800,000 tons a 
year in 10 years following completion of 
the improvements.

exceed this expectation. Tonnage through 
the port of Memphis reached 4,000,000 in 
1955 and 5,000,000 in 1956. For 1959, a total 
around 6,000,000 tons is anticipated. 

Federal participation was justified on the 
expectation that the ratio of benefits to 
project cost would be 1.26 to 1—that is, 
water shipping was to produce a freight 
saving of $1.26 for each federal dollar spent 
on the improvements. 


It is believed that the project already has 
developed a benefit-cost ratio of 3 to 1 on 
the basis of.a 40-year amortization, 

Closing of the Tennessee channel has in- 
creased efficiency of the main river chan- 
nel. The main channel is now deeper, re- 
sistance to flow has been reduced and less 
dredging is needed. 


The industrial district on Presidents 
Island is generating rail shipments, too. 
The island is within the Memphis switch- 
ing area and is served by three railroads 
—the Frisco, Illinois Central and Missouri 
Pacific. 

Construction of a rail line atop the 
causeway cost the city of Memphis and 
Shelby county $300,000. The three rail- 
roads refund $5 for each main-line car of 
freight they haul to or from the island 
and they will acquire joint ownership of 
the line when the refunds pay off the cost 
of construction. 


This same arrangement for a $5-per-car 
refund is part of the St. Louis plan to ex- 


tend a rail line to Columbia Bottoms. 


The first payments made by the railroads 
serving Presidents Island covered the 
August-September-October quarter of 1953, 
in which 152 cars of freight were handled. 
Five years brought a ninefold increase, 
1451 cars being hauled in August-September- 
October of 1958. In the corresponding quar- 
ter of 1959 rail traffic amounted to 1771 
cars. 


These figures represent only line-haul 
shipments over three railroads. Adding line- 
haul cars handled by five other railroads 
and local switching traffic probably would 
triple the total. : 


FEDERAL AID for the Memphis Harbor 
project will amount to about $20,000,000. 
This leaves $28,000,000 to be borne by 
Memphis and Shelby county, which are 
sharing the costs on an equal basis. 

Local funds are provided as needed 
through bond issues authorized by the city 
council and the county court, no vote at 
the polls being necessary. 


Initial bond issues of $500,000 by the city 
and $500,000 by the county financed 
purchase of the land and a start on the 
improvements. There have been subse- 
quent general purpose bond issues which 
financed other public improvements as 
well as work on the island.

THE MEETING BETWEEN EAST AND WEST that has taken place 
here must go down as one of the most improbable encounters in history. 
Jawaharlal Nehru, the high caste Brahmin educated as a Fabian social- 
ist, has next to nothing in common with the boy from Abilene, Kan., who 


became a soldier hero to the world. 


Yet, they do share one vital interest and 
that is peace. By a curious set of circum- 
stances this shared interest happens to be 
not only ideological, but personal.

For Nehru, the timing of the Eisenhower 
visit could not have been more fortunate.

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- Growth, Not Inflation 


The Democratic Advisory Council has 

adopted a splendid statement of national goals 
but still has not faced up to the problem of 
how to attain them. That is our impression 
of the statement published last. week- 
end by the Council, which was organized after 
the 1956 election to give the party some other 
doctrinal expression than the record of its 
congressional leaders. The statement is in 
many ways excellent, and no doubt foreshad- 
ows in some respects the platform which the 
party convention will adopt next summer. 
- Certainly the Democratic thinkers have 
identified the foremost domestic issue con- 
fronting the American people. It is the great 
and growing deficit in vital areas of national 
life. 
We are not progressing rapidly enough in 
education. We are not meeting our needs in 
medical training, research, hospital and medi- 
cal care.. We are falling short in housing, 
urban renewal, slum clearance, transporta- 
tion. In conservation and development of 
natural resources, in coping with the metro- 
politan population explosion, in agriculture, 
in the settlement of national labor disputes, 
and above all in the growth of national econo- 
my, our nation needs to pull itself out of the 
doldrums and begin to take the long forward 
strides of which we are capable and which 
are indispensable to world leadership. 

It is quite appropriate that the Democrats 
should call attention to these shortcomings 
and demand “bold and creative leadership” to 
overcome them. It is very true that, in addi- 
tion to the enormous problems of foreign poli- 
cy and national defense which the next Presi- 
dent will face, he» will have the responsibility 
for galvanizing a great national effort on a 
broad front at home. The key to that effort, 
as the Council recognizes, is a stepped-up rate 
of economic growth to yield the needed extra 
support for expanded public services. 

The job cannot be done without a national 
plan. Both parties and both candidates next 


_ *year will be judged in part by the degree of 


imagination and courage they display in pre- 
senting a plan. It is disappointing to find 
the Democratic Council, when it gets down to 
the crux of the problem, placing so much 
emphasis upon a “reversal of the Republican 
high-interest, tight-money policy.” 

Lower interest rates would be pleasant, but 
it borders on demagogy to treat the price of 
money as a cause rather than the effect of 
our economic situation. If a Democratic Ad- 
ministration really undertook in boom times 
to make drastically reduced interest rates a 
“first step in the restoration of a satisfactory 
rate of economic growth,” it would have to de- 
stroy the Federal Reserve System’s independ- 
ence from the Treasury and institute a mas- 
sive program of pegging government bond 
prices. This would mean an enormous in- 
crease in the money supply—and if that 
would not spell inflation, the Council should 
tell us why not. 

The Council, we think, is running away 
from the critical element of the whole prob- 
lem when it fails to propose a reasonable plan 
for accelerating economic growth without in- 
flation. The nation needs expansion, but it 
must be real expansion and not merely a 
cruelly illusory rise in dollar values. Our 
imperative national goals cannot be achieved 
by proceeding without vigorous and effec- 
tive economic planning; but neither can they 
be achieved by substituting inflation for 
healthy growth. 


Benson Beats a Retreat 


Secretary Benson’s suspension for a year of 
federal grading of lamb and mutton turns 
back the clock on consumer protection. 
The grading of meats, particularly beef, has 
by now become so much an accepted part of 
the marketing process that customers who 
want to know what they are getting would be 
quite lost without it. 

The Agriculture Secretary’s only possible 
excuse is that his department has lacked the 
administrative skills and a strong enough 
sense of purpose to cut through industry con- 
troversies, decide upon what standards are 
fair, and insist upon adherence to them. We 
agree with the president of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, Charles B. Shumen, 
that “his action was precipitous and not in 
the best interest of livestock producers.”

Let’s Have the Defense Facts 


The Pentagon’s belated and hesitant ad- 
missions of defects in the nation’s defenses 
have been pointed up in the past week by 
three surveys made for the Senate. They are 
akin to surveys made by other responsible 
groups, such as the Gaither report, during 
the past two years. 

The Johns Hopkins University research 
group, in a report for the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, surveyed past, present 
and future military policies with special ref- 
erence to possible forthcoming technological 
developments, including those in outer space. 
In brief, it found that the United States 
during the past 15 years has dropped from 
a position of strong security to that of a 
nation “both open .and vulnerable to direct 
attack.” | 

The latest Rockefeller Brothers Fund’s re- 
port calls on American leaders to stop “jolt- 
ing along from crisis to crisis” and develop 
new foreign policies that will shape a new 
and peaceful order in the world. It also 
insists on a real “capability” to deter aggres- 
sion. 

In a survey of “the spectrum of conflict in 
1960-70,” the Stanford Research Institute says 
the United States and its allies are not aware 
of how varied are the political, military and

A New Mahatma 

President Eisenhower’s tumultuous wel- 
come in New Delhi can be explained only in 
terms of the Indian character. In a place 
where men of peace like Mohandas Gandhi 
are venerated during their lifetime, Mr. 
Eisenhower has appeared as another ma- 
hatma, or great-souled person. He brought 
a message of peace and world order and In- 
dians responded. “You have found yourself 
in the hearts of my millions,” Prime Minister 
Nehru told him. 

The President’s call at Delhi University for 
a rule of international law was of special ap- 
peal to India, which has recently accepted 
with only a few reservations the principle of 
the jurisdiction of the International Court of 
Justice. “The time has come,” Mr. Eisen- 
hower said, “for mankind to make the rule 
of law in international affairs as normal as it 
is now in domestic affairs.” The cynical may 
tend to dismiss the President’s words as just 
another high-minded assertion of principle, 
but Mr. Eisenhower was right in addressing 
himself to this topic in the particular environ- 
ment. The Soviet Union has been a conspicu- 
ous hold-out against international arbitration. 

In the last analysis there is no alternative 
to a rule of law except anarchy and destruc- 
tion, and while it may be difficult to attain 
it must some day come about if the world is 
to survive. Mr. Eisenhower was perhaps stat- 
ing the obvious, but the obvious often is over- 
looked in the search for a hidden meaning 
that is not there. The theme may be trite, 
but it bears repeating. 

Mr. Eisenhower’s successes in India — in 
fact, all the implications of his visit to Asia 
—are being intensively analyzed by the Com- 
munists and in West Europe. Many Euro- 
peans feel that the United States is finishing 
up its job of. postwar restoration in the West 
and turning its attention more and more to 
the problems of the East. Thus the United 
States is expected to propose at the coming 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization meeting 
that this country’s allies take over a greater 
share in the costs of the alliance, a proposal 
now complicated by Gen. Twining’s criticism 
of French foot-dragging. President Eisenhow- 
er goes to Europe with the plaudits of Asia 
behind him; he will need wisdom as well as 
good-will in dealing with what he finds there. 


Gov. Blair’s Pledge 


Gov. Blair promises to try to “stamp out 
gambling in every county in the state, when 
I find out what help is needed to accomplish 
the job.” Missourians will applaud the Gov- 
ernor’s pledge, and also his ‘insistence on de- 
termining the proper action to take against 
gambling. 

A Highway Patrol raid on the Hollywood 
Beach Club in Jefferson county last July 
raises the question of what action is proper. 
To avoid possible leaks about the intended 
raid, the troopers did not obtain a search 
warrant but entered the club and made 
arrests when they discovered gambling. The 
case was dismissed by a local magistrate 
on the ground that the troopers acted im- 
properly without a search warrant. 

A law enforcement agency must, of course, 
observe due process of law in enforcing law. 
If the state were thoroughly convinced that 
the raid met legal requirements, it should 
have appealed the dismissal of the case. Since 
it has not done so, state officials must 
take other measures to determine how, most 
effectively, “to accomplish the job” against 
gambling. 

Attorney General John M. Dalton is consid- 
ering several approaches to the problem in 
Jefferson county. One is the possibility of 
injunction suits to close down gambling houses 
permanently. The Attorney General’s office 
also is investigating the operation of the of- 
fices of the county sheriff and prosecuting 
attorney. 

Jefferson county has become a gambling 
sore spot in Missouri, and it could hardly 
have become so had the county’s own law en- 
forcement been effective. Moreover, the state 
and the Highway Patrol have had little co- 
operation from local authorities. Hence the 
duty of wiping out illegal gambling rackets 
has been left to the state alone. 

Once the Governor, Attorney General and 
Highway Patrol are sure of their ground under 
law, they ought to be able to protect Jefferson 
county from rackets until the county is willing 
and able to do that job itself. 


Where Research Also Is Needed 


It is encouraging to know that the United 
States is at last to have a replacement for its 
28-year-old Atlantis, the only ship we have 
which was designed as an ocean research ves- 
sel. The new ship, which will be 175 feet 
long and displace 1040 tons, will have acous- 
tical quietness for studying underwater sound 
characteristics, a gravity laboratory, an aquar- 
ium and freezer space for biological speci- 
mens and sediment cores. It is being built 
for the Woods Hole Oceanographic Institution 
with the aid of a $3,000,000-grant from the 
National Science Foundation. 

If this new ship permits us to carry out re- 
search in the stormy North Atlantic during 
winter it will fill an important gap in our 
underwater program. As evidence of our be- 
latedness in ocean research, there is the lit- 
tle-known fact that Soviet Russia has seven 
.Tesearch craft larger than our projected new 
one. Since 1957 Moscow has been carrying 
out year-round research in the North Atlantic 
with submarines as well as surface ships. It 
is not only in outer space but under the oceans 
too that we are lagging behind Russian 
scientists. |

Mr. Khrushchev was reported to 
have said that American agents in 
Europe and the Middle East gave the 
Russians their code books and that 
these were used to send back false 
information.

but when he chaffed Allen Dulles, head 
of the CIA, at a White House dinner 
about their both paying the same 
agents for information, he was prob- 
ably stating a fact. The amount of 
money wasted in subsidizing worthless 
information all over the world should 
keep every taxpayer resentfully awake 
at night. 

Let me say at this point that any 
expense undergone by either side to 
safeguard the secrets of scientific de- 
struction can obviously be justified. 
At the same time, my experience of 
British, German, French, Italian, Ser- 
bian and Russian Intelligence during 
the First World War makes me feel 
very doubtful whether the protection 
of these scientific secrets is as com- 
petent as we hope. 


Be that as it may, the scientific spy. 


could be as formidable a figure as the 
wartime spy of once upon a time be- 
fore the invention of radio, radar and 
the airplane reduced him to compara- 
tive unimportance. 


Cost of the Peacetime Spy 


What we suffer from now is the 
peacetime spy who, in nine cases out 
of 10, is not a spy at all but an agi- 
tator or propagandist whose alleged 
activities are an excuse for officialdom 
to waste vast sums of money on coun- 
terespionage. 

Toward the end of World War One, 
the Chief of the British Secret Service 
wanted me to succeed him a year or 
two after the war was over. When I 
told him that as soon as the war ended 
I intended to get back to my own 


, 


existence depends on being able to 
produce the conditions in which they 
can flourish. Moreover, they excite 
public hysteria, and the very word 
“spy” has for the public a more men- 
acing sound than ‘‘murderer.”’ 

When British or United States spies 
are arrested or expelled on the other 
side of the Iron Curtain, the public is 
encouraged to believe that the notion 
of a British or American spy is a 
wicked fantasy invented by the Com- 
munists. The public on the other side 


of the Iron Curtain is soothed with 
the same syrup of injured innocence. 

I have already admitted that the 
protection of nuclear secrets is vital, 
and nobody should grudge the money 


‘ spent on this. Beyond that, I believe 


most of the paraphernalia of Intelli- 
gence is a pernicious waste of time 
and an unwarrantable expenditure of 
money. 

Secret Intelligence work has a pro- 
gressively lowering effect upon the 
intelligence of those who are engaged 
upon it, particularly at a high level. 
Three years are the very utmost a 
man should be retained in a position 
of such responsibility. His view of 
human nature becomes steadily more 
and more distorted and his judgment 
of political motive less and less sound. 
He outgrows his ability to give reas- 
suring advice to the executive, because 
an improvement in international rela- 
tions threatens his own career. 

He becomes -chained to prejudice 
and mistrust. Under his influence 
those below him come to regard com; 
mon sense as a threat to Intelligence. 

During the First World War, British 
Intelligence collected over 30,000 
names for a secret black list compiled 
from the contributions of its various 
branches. From time to time I would 
ask for the removal of names of sus- 
pects whose innocence had been estab- 
lished by further investigation. Could 
I get one of those names erased? Not 


one. In the end I grew so fed up with 
this attitude that I refused to con- 
tribute any fresh names. 


The leatherbottoms, chairborne in 
London with herbaceous borders of 
ribbons earned by feats of valor with 
a typewriter, then tried to get their 
own back by pestering me with re- 
quésts to report the latest activities 
and whereabouts of suspects in the 
list. 


One day I was rebuked for having 
failed for a whole year to report any- 
thing further about Hagios Taxiarches, 
the smuggler, and was ordered to put 
an agent on his track. I replied that 
I should require aircraft for such a 
task, and when I was indignantly 
asked what I meant by such a request, 
I replied that if as instructed I was 
to find out what the Archangel Michael 
was doing I must have aircraft. 


They had confused some smuggler 
with the name of his boat—the Holy 
Taxiarch, which is how the Archangel 
Michael is sometimes referred to in 
Greece. 


I could relate a hundred stories of 
almost equal fatuity by Intelligence, 
but the public, fed by spy-thrillers and 
television with pretended true stories 
of Secret Service adventure, likes to 
believe in such fairy tales. I feel like 
the parent who cannot bring himself 
~ undeceive his children about Santa 

aus. 


Nevertheless, I owe it to my con- 
science to declare that the effect of 
Intelligence work on international un- 
derstanding is perhaps the greatest 
threat facing peace today.

OUTWARDLY, THE FOURTEENTH SESSION of the United 
Nations General Assembly has been quiet, has produced few gaudy 


headlines. 


To some diplomats here, however, this session has revealed 
some profound shifts in world forces. The meaning of these shifts 


is still being pondered. 

Two events marked the out- 
lines of the changes mirrored 
here. The first was the address 
by Nikita S. Khrushchev, the So- 
viet Premier, on Sept. 18.

France had 
not yet tested and was eager to 
do so, for the.“‘glory of France,” 
as President Charles de Gaulle 
was fond of saying. A French 
nuclear test in the Sahara was 
planned.

The “spirit .of Camp David” 
reached its zenith in the resolu- 
tion on disarmament which was 
passed unanimously by the as- 
sembly.

THE VISIBLE and invisible forces 
that play through the events described 
in “Krishna Fluting,” a novel by John 
Berry, are not always distinguishable 
from each other. I am sure, however, 
that the author is using the mystical 
and symbolical elements in his story for 
some better reason than to enrich its 
exotic atmosphere. There is the giant 
python, for instance, whose reappearance 
in the vicinity of a children’s school in 
Nepal is awaited with dread. Is this 
menacing creature an instrument of the 
gods or is he merely a natural scourge? 

The author suggests that the python 
has religious associations; 
cannot instruct the reader in all the 
ramifications of Hindu theology without 
placing too.great a burden on his narra- 
tive he contents himself with allusions 
and leaves the rest to the imagination.

LOVERS OF THE Elizabethan age 
are indebted to authors and publishers 
for making 1959 such a banner year. Aft- 
ter such works as Elizabeth Jenkins’s 
superb “Elizabeth the Great,” Willard 
Wallace’s notable biography of Sir Walter 
Raleigh and Garrett Mattingly’s master- 
piece “The Armada,” now comes A. L. 
Rowse with his attractive and readable 
volume “‘The Elizabethans and America.” 

The merit of “The Elizabethans and 
America” is that it puts much familiar 
matter in a fresh context. We are shown 
not only the keen personal interest of 
Queen Elizabeth in all that pertained to 
America and her personal support of 
ventures in that direction, but also how 
solid are the many links that connect our 
country with the Elizabethans generally. 

America’s real origins area full half- 
century earlier than the much publicized 
Mayflower voyage. They go back to 
Raleigh, Gilbert, Hakluyt, John Dee the 
geographer, Sir Thomas Smythe, and all 
the rest of that gallant crew of adven- 
turers, who so often gave their all to the 
great enterprise.

Unusually’ Skillful 


T. R.’s Life Pictorialized 


THE LIFE AND TIMES OF THEODORE ROOSEVELT, by 
Stefan Lorant.

IT TAKES UNUSUAL SKILL to produce a pictorial 
history. Mr. Lorant has it. As in his earlier books on Lincoln, 
F. D. R. and the American presidency, he produces here a 
text which makes the illustrations meaningful, and pictures 
which make the text exciting. Each complements the other; 
pictures and words are interwoven into a unique kind of history 
which depends upon unerring good judgment and disciplined 
éditorial talent. Especially with a subject like T, R., the main 
task for both text and pictures must have been selection from 
the superabundance of materials available. 

The book won’t do for the bed table; its dimensions are 
9”’x1l’’x2” and it weighs five pounds. But once started it is 
hard to put aside. One would hardly call it a critical biography; 
its purpose is to celebrate a remarkable historical character. 
But Mr. Lorant is by no means disposed to gloss over the less 
favorable aspects of T. R.’s career. He conveys his subject's 
amazingly athletic ego along with his other points. 

_ President Eisenhower’s adventure with the longest steel strike 
in history makes the section on T. R.’s adventure with the coal 
strike of 1902 especially interesting. That, too, was one of the 
longest strikes in the country’s history, and T. R. had no Taft- 
Hartley law or, for that matter, no explicit authority of any 
kind, to deal with it. But as winter approached and everybody 
agreed the strike somehow had to be ended, Roosevelt called 
the miners and the operators to the White House and told them 
with great force that they would either agree to binding arbi- 
tration or he would seize the mines and work them with troops. 

The union agreed, the operators declined. Ten days later 
J. P. Morgan called at the White House to find out how serious 
Roosevelt was about seizure. His conclusion can be inferred from 
the fact that he went back to New York and persuaded the coal 
operators to accept arbitration. Then there was a snag; the 
owners absolutely refused to accept as a member of the arbi- 
tration commission a certain representative of labor. Roosevelt 
solved that by appointing his labor man, but calling him a 
sociologist instead. 

The strike ended, and in due time the arbitrators awarded 
the miners a 10 per cent wage increase but denied recognition 
to the United Mine Workers.

A NEW HIGH WATERMARK OF EXCELLENCE 
in the literature of the Second World War might well be 
established by this study of the Normandy invasion. It is a 
work of art—the result of prodigious research on both sides 
of the war, of expert sorting and organization of material, 
and of sound writing. 

The book is enough to suggest that until now we have had 
merely a listing of facts of the war in Europe, a succession of 
memoirs, official histories and such. Now the facts are invested 
with a life-giving quality they did not have before, for lack of 
handling, and the touch of the dramatist. This is not to imply 
that anything has been strained or wrenched into’ shape; it 
was not necessary to do any wrenching, for the situation was 
there all the time—only waiting to be found and recognized by 
the reporter-writer with a sense and feel of the subject. 

Even so, it reads as if it were only the beginning of an even 
greater drama, which after all it was. At the end of the first 
day the story is cut off short, with the tolling of bells to 
signify midnight, and it remains for others to do as well with 
D plus 1, D plus 2, and so on. 


CORNELIUS RYAN HAD A GOOD background 


for this experience. He is a Dubliner, now an American citizen, 
who received his journalistic training in Fleet Street and has 
worked for Reuters, Time and the old Collier’s. He covered 
the war as a reporter. \ 

In the present account he ranges all over the big picture, 
from the secrets of the French underground to Rommel’s head- 
quarters, to Hitler’s and then to Eisenhower's, to paratroops 
and gliders and back to the ships in the Channel and then to 
the invasion beaches. Brushed into the canvas are telling 
touches of detail. Some of the invading troops were equipped 
with little clicking, snapping devices sometimes called grass- 
hoppers, for uses of recognition in the dark. One click demanded 
two clicks in response; two clicks demanded one in response. 
Otherwise, fire. | 

We learn how very complete the Allied planning was. For 
example (unbelievable as this may seem), General Eisenhower 
went so far as to write out a communique to be released in 
the event the invasion failed. In it he had written: “If there 


* is any blame or fault attached to the attempt, it is mine alone.”’ 


THROUGH INTERVIEWING HUNDREDS of 
witnesses and reading through bales of printed matter, the au- 
thor is able to tell how Rommel’s senior officers have stood 
“shoulder to shoulder” in an attempt to alibi for his absence 
from headquarters that day. And he is able to give his own 
verdict on their story: “This is not true.” : 
In three sections—‘‘That Wait,” ‘‘The Night,” and ‘‘The Day” — 
Cornelius Ryan chooses the revealing detail that tells much 
by what it leaves untold. On the German side there was a 
succession of failures—failure to recognize quickly what was 


happening, failure to alert higher headquarters, failure to get 


the reserve Panzer divisions into action, failure to have fighter 

planes on hand to put up a fight in the air. 

* All of that, and yet the Allies in some places ran into deadly 
fire and lots of it, with heavy casualties. This then is the 
real face of the war. In point of time it is only a sample, but 
a bright one.

WHEN A NOVELIST 
turns to archeology one can 
expect a lively style. We get 
that in this entertaining and in- 
formative work by Louis A. 
Brennan, one-time student of 
Notre Dame University. 

America has long been con- 
sidered by European anthro- 
pologists as the poor cousin. 
Nothing in the way of primitive 
man was known earlier than 
Christian times, and so its pre- 
history seemed hardly worth 
bothering about, But now, with 
the Carbon 14 test, all that is 
changed. The American anthro- 
pologist and archeologist can 
raise their heads. The Amerind, 
the usufruct culture of the Mid- 
dle West, has quite a respec- 
table antiquity. 

It is now “ogg beyond 
serious doubt that the Folsom 
men date well before 10,000 
B.C. The Santa Rosa island cul- 
ture off the west coast of Cali- 
fornia was in existence 30 or 
40 thousand years ago. The 
charcoal pits are there as wit- 
ness and the dwarf mammoth 
bones. The Lewisville men can 
be similarly dated. The same 
test gives the same date for 
the camp sites at Tule Springs, 
Nevada. 

Where did these men come 
from? and how did they come? 
The Mongolian theory sets 
much too late a date, but they 
could have crossed the Bering 
Straits during the glacial 
period when the oceans were 
c. 400 feet lower, and the 
straits dry land. 


THE PROBLEM of ori- 
gin is central to American 
paleoanthropology and Mr. 
Brennan makes out a good case 
for his theories. Most would be 
cautious about accepting one of 
them—that of a land. bridge 
across the Atlantic, ‘which 
would allow the apparently un- 
connected ancient Solutrean 
culture in France to arrive 
there from America by way of 
Atlantis. 

It is true that the beautiful 
clovis fluted projectiles are 
common to them both; it is 
true that during the Interna- 
tional Geophysical year a little 
encouragement was provided 
to the believer in Atlantis and 
also to those, like Mr. Bren- 
nan, who see a migration 
across the Pacific to central 
America via a string of now 
submerged islands. The author 
is strong on the idea of a two 
way traffic between America 
and Asia. He even propounds 
the view that harvesting grain 
was invented in America. 

This is a provocative book. 
The author would be the last 
to claim infallibility, but he 
wisely wants the windows to be 
opened upon a stuffy room, the 
room of American archeology 
and paleoanthropology. He has 
let in not a draught but a stiff 
breeze, “1

WHEN THE VOLCA- 
NO on the peaceful island of 
Taluha comes to. sudden, 
grumbling life, it spills forth 
molten slag and gaseous va- 
pors, but also a torrent of 
human anguish and one hot 
rivulet of holiness.

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The Artist Reconsiders the Image 


Aspects of the Figure, Mostly Grotesque, in New York Shows

THE HUMAN IMAGE, which occupied the center of 
the stage in art for several thousand years, and then suddenly 
was gone from it, is beginning to reappear. 


It is a disturbingly inhuman kind of human being that we 
encounter in recent paintings and sculptures, and as we are 
confronted by it we may find ourselves wishing it would go 
away again. 


Man in contemporary art, emerging from limbo, looks as 
though he has just escaped from hell. The quality that is most 
disturbing about this image, which often appears as though 
partly consumed in some holocaust and still smoldering, is the 
readiness with which we can recognize the validity of it as an 
expression of our time. 


Two major exhibitions this year have paid particular attention 
to the renewed artistic concern with man and his world. 

The University of Illinois biennial show, ‘Contemporary 
American Painting and Sculpture,”’ held last spring, took. for 
its theme ‘‘The Image of Man in Contemporary Art.” Allen S. 
Weller, dean of the College of Fine and Applied Arts, traced the 
shifting historical relationships of artist and man in a percep- 
tive introduction to the show’s catalogue, observing that ‘‘death 
and decay are just below the surface of many recent images.” 

The Museum of Modern Art in New York devoted an entire 
international show, ‘‘New Images of Man,” to a survey of the 
emergent image. Almost anyone can agree, after having 
viewed it, that the museum did something singularly appro- 
priate in having a theologian, Dr. Paul Tillich, write some 
prefatory ‘notes for the catalogue, If we acknowledge the artist’s 
clairvoyance—and history argues that we should—then the 
“New Images of Man” presents auguries that may have as 
much to do with theology as they do with art. 


“WHERE ARE THE ORGANIC FORMS of man’s 
body, the human character of his face, the uniqueness of his 
individual person?” asks Dr. Tillich, ‘‘And finally, when in 
abstract or non-objective painting and sculpture, the figure 
disappears completely, one is tempted to ask, what. has hap- 
pened to man? This is the question which we direct at our 
contemporary artists, and in this question one can discern an 
undertone of embarrassment, of anger and even of hostility 
against them. Instead, we should ask ourselves, what has be- 
come of us?” 


The New Images show had 102 works by 23 artists, 13 of them 
Americans. Statistically, it leaned toward the idea of Man de- 
formed by some sort of convulsive overturn of natural order. 


THERE IS MAN REDUCED to charred fragments 
in Cesar Baldacchini’s figures of forged and cast iron; Man 
looking like prehistoric cave drawings and washroom scrawis 
in paintings by Jean Dubuffet; Alberto” Giacometti’s shadowy 
Man of welded bronze, pulled out into attenuated match-sticks 
with heavy extremities and giving the effect of figures seen at 
a distance. 


There is mutilated Man by Leon Golub, who paints monu- 
mental figures in a partly dismembered or mutant state, and is 
one of what has been called the Chicago Monster Roster. There 
are Rico Lebrun with his horrendous fragments of Man in 
‘“‘Buchenwald Pit,”’ and Francis Bacon, the British painter, with 
his semi-transparent, open-mouthed figures of Man screaming 
In agony. 

Constructive thought from Painter Balcomb Greene’s statement 
in the catalogue: ‘The thing to dread is mankind’s small vision, 
his shrinking vision, of himself.’ 

THAT THE FIGURE HAS NOT burst suddenly on 
the scene was attested by several other New York exhibitions 
of the current season. 

One of special interest was a show of eight sculptures by Max 
Beckmann. It is not widely known that the late German ex- 
pressionist painter, who taught at Washington University several 
years ago, did any sculptures at all. One of those on view was 
a 1936 self-portrait head owned by Mr. and Mrs. Morton D. May 
of St. Louis, a transposition into three dimensions of the great 
artist’s massive features and pictorial technique. 

The seven other pieces had only recently been cast from 
models left by the artist. Catherine Viviano, in whose gallery 
they were shown, supervised the finishing. ‘‘Man in the Dark” 
was the work, with the portrait, closest in spirit to Beckmann’s 
powerful painting. It is a full figure, not. quite two feet high, 
with head averted and greatly magnified hands held up like a 
protective shield. ‘‘The Dancer” is a ballet figure doing‘a split, 
rather reminiscent of one of Degas’s young girls. The other 
works seem to reflect more interest in problems with figures 
in the round than an attempt at finished sculpture, but they 
present in new light the workings of an enormously creative 
mind, 

Another notable sculpture show by a modern master was the 
exhibition of new bronzes by Jacques Lipchitz. He is best. known 
in St. Louis for two Cubist works at the City Art Museum: ‘The 
Bather,” which is to go in the open court adjoining the new 
auditorium, and a small ‘Pierrot With Flute” in the modern 
collection. 


In his recent new show, at the Fine Arts Associates gallery, 
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‘Colossal Head” by Leon Golub (left), and “Torso” by

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14 works of the last year in an excitingly different style were 
on view. These are small pieces, about two feet high, of 
baroque combinations of basketry, twigs, seed pods, flowers, 
bones and other oddments picked up on city and country ram- 
bles. These were assembled in selected combinations, cast in 
plaster or wax and put in bronze by the lost-wax process. 


THE RESULT IS AN ALMOST incredibly faithful 
rendering of delicate fibers and textures—the bracts of an 
artichoke, a little open-mesh cage containing birds and flowers, . 
an upended flute supporting an open basket with pods and a 
spiny marine plant. These amount to a tour de force of casting 
technique, and Lipchitz himself wonders, in a statement about 
his show, whether this is actually sculpture. 


He calls the pieces heteroclites (things deviating from the 
common rule, or form). They came into being, he says, as a 
result of his fascination with encounters and comparisons ‘‘be- 
tween similars and contraries, and by the sudden unexpected 
aspects which may result.” 


Another kind of heteroclite art is the recent work of Robert 
Rauschenberg, whose canvases incorporate three-dimensional 
objects into environments of paint and pasted-on fragments of 
newspapers and posters. Rauschenberg, a 34-year-old Texan, is 
one of a number of artists who have ‘infiltrated the Wall Street 
section of lower Manhattan. His studio, an‘old loft over a 
beanery, has walls and ceilings of wood car-siding, painted an 
immaculate white. 


His upstairs n@ighbor is Jasper Johns, who won a prize at 


the Carnegie International Competition at Pittsburgh early this | 


year. Both men are in the Museum of Modern show ‘16 Ameri- 
cans,"’ which opens Wednesday. 

Rauschenberg addresses himself to the incongruities in the 
flotsam of castoff things, Like the Merz constructions of Kurt 
Schwitters, of the German Dada movement in the 1920’s, Rausch- 
enberg assembles a variety of unrelated objects. These he 
imbues with ironic relevance to one another by composing them 
in surprising, and often amusing, combinations. At the same 
time, he works conscientiously to bring about painterly transi- 
tions between one object and another on his canvases. 

On a big horizontal canvas, Rauschenberg had made a montage 
of photographs clipped from newspapers and magazines, and to 
these references to the hodge-podge of city life, he had added a 
maniacal new dimension—three radios, mounted behind the 
canvas and coupled with a tuning knob that came right through 
the painting. The painting is fully experienced only when all 
three radios are playing at once, loudly, each on a different 
station. 

Is this art? Rauschenberg’s work makes a strong case for 
itself by adhering to and advancing an already established tradi- 
tion, Its image may be the physical fact itself, but the fact of 
the painting is its imaginative manipulation of commonplace 
remnants into a statement about life. : 

STUDIO SPACE IN NEW YORK is steadily becoming 
a more serious problem for artists. New apartment buildings 
have displaced numerous old Greenwich Village houses and lofts, 


and the section is in grave danger of becoming nondescript. 


The East Tenth street community of galleries and studios, 
betweémThird and Fourth avenues, where the abstract expres- 
sionist paint@rs are largely concentrated, remains undesecrated 
by progress. 


In the midst of this non-figurative group of artists, Sculptor 
James Rosati has been devoting himself to pure forms of the 
figure for several years. Rosati works with admirable facility in 
both stone and bronze. Now, he has several new heads con- 
structed of strips of soldered zinc, which have an almost cubist 
severity in contour but are given a surface enrichment by the 
built-up appliques of metal and molten lead. These heads often 
present several frontal aspects of a face as one meves around 
them, undergoing fleeting changes of expression and character. 

Next door, Milton Resnick, who spoke recently at Southern 
Illinois University and. now has a show there with Edward Dug- 
more, lives in a second-story studio loft immediately under that 
of Willem de Kooning. Resnick is'a staunch non-figurative man. 
His recently finished works, however, depart from earlier agi- 
tated color contrasts and large forms, and are more likely to 


display feathery brush strokes and to give off Renoiresque ema- 
nations of rosy tints. 


In a second studio, the top floor of a Broadway warehouse 
where there is immense open space, Resnick has set up a half- 
dozen canvdses, 10 by 15 feet. These, too, are being done in thin 
glazes of rose and green tints, the artist working sometimes from 
a ladder but more often with aluminum tubes that extend his 
brushes. 

On the other side of the Village, near the Hudson, a St. Louis 
painter lives and works in a studio’ apartment on Bank street. He 
is Robert Jordan, assistant professor of art and archeology at 
Washington University, and now on a year’s leave. 

Jordan had several completed canvases of cloud-misted moun- 
tain landscapes, done in a wide range of values of cool blues and 
browns. The physical setting is New Hampshire, where Jordan’s 


family has a summer home, but the painter’s statement is more 
an evocation of nature as a quality of life than as a scenic report,

that the re-recording of a work, even with the same personnel, 
may be justified though the producer must always consider 
the possibility that the singers have deteriorated.

Boris Christoff who sings Mephistofeles in both albums is 
more authoritative than ever. The only unfavorable criticism 
that can be justified is that he sometimes obliterates the 
whole orchestra in several of his more robust passages, a 
fault that may have been caused by microphone placement.

Poulenc and Hugo Wolf. A slight vibrato in no way affects 
the pitch or the spreading or rounding of a phrase. Miss 
Price is possessed by the music in every song she sings 
but seems to have a closer affinity to Faure than to Strauss 
or Wolf. The verses by Verlaine (“Clair de Lune’) Richepin 
(“Au Cimetiere’’) and Armand Silvestre (‘Notre Amour’) 
are extravagantly romantic but in a muted and allusive way 
which is reflected ‘by the music in fine degrees of shading. 
Miss Price catches the whole mood and the phrase-by- 
phrase shifts of emphasis. Her interpretation of ‘‘Allerseelen” 
is the best of her Strauss songs. In some of the others a 
more opulent emotion might be preferable but she always 
sings with good taste. Miss Price is accompanied by David 
Garvey,. an excellent pianist who makes a strong contribution 
to the total effect of each song. (RCA-Victor, Monaural, one 
record.) . 
THE FESTIVAL QUARTET which assembles every 
summer at Aspen, Colo., has recorded the Brahms Piano 
Quartet in C Minor, Opus 60. The performance is beautiful 
in tone and marked by the serious purpose 
most of Brahms’s music, In this work the composer seems 
more than usually introverted with the result that communica 
tion is rarely full or free. except in the open-hearted andante, 
The Festival Quartet is composed of Szymon Goldberg, violin; 
William Primrose, viola; Nikolai Gratdan, cello, and Victor 
Babin, piano. (RCA-Victor, Monaural, one record.) 
PIERRE MONTEUX has been conducting orchestras 
in the standard repertory for more than 50 years so it is 
not surprising that he undertakes Sibelius with as much 
confidence as he would Debussy. Yet there is a certain 
residual Gallic delicacy in the first movement of the Sibelius 
Symphony No. 2 which is played by the London Symphony

The 
Gunners, operating independ- 
ently here, were so good that, 
Ed Kawal recalled, they lost 
only one game. 

The Gunners met the Bears 
Christmas day’ in the rain 26 
years ago and held them to a

good team with men like 
Swede Johnston and Charley 
Malone, and we were rein- 
forced for the Bears’ game 
with Johnny Blood,” related 
Kawal. 

He smiled at recollection of 
a legendary figure, the bril- 
liant Blood, whose real name 
was John McNally. 

“John didn’t need an excuse 
to celebrate, but the tie gave 
him a chance to tie one on— 
and he wound up the holiday 
by swiping a St. Louis taxi 
cab,” said Kawal. 


Pigskin Plug 

The Edwardsville gathering 
of the famed Monsters of the 
Midway—the Bears won eight 
division titles and five league 
championships in Musso’s 12 
years—proved once more that 
football does leave many ath- 
letes with far more than wa- 
ter on. the knee and busted 
beaks. 

The 10 former teammates 
who gathered to pay tribute to 
Musso, 49-year-old sheriff of 
Madison county, could have 
been the board of directors of 
» « » well, of one of the com- 
panies some Own. 

Sid Luckman, dapper passing 
master of the Bears, coaches 
Halas’s backfield on the side, 
but his main responsibility is 
a celluloid products company 
he owns in Chicago. And big 
Joe Stydahar, former tackle 
who coached the Los Angeles 


Rams to two division titles, is 


president of a container cor- 
poration, also in Chicago. 
The city where they won 


_their professional fame—and 


not too much fortune in those 
days—has attracted many of 
the old Bears. Kawal, former 
Illini center who went from the 
Gunners to Halas U. in 1934, is 
a salesman for a Chicago cash 
register company. Rugged 
Gary Famiglietti, former full- 
back from Boston University, 
is a foreman for a dairy there. 
East Alton’s Bill Butler, 
whom Musso replaced in that 
rough, tough Bears’ line, has 
his own foundry: Gene Cor- 
bett, big George’s teammate at 
Millikin and Chicago, has a 
restaurant in Decatur. 
Bronko Nagurski, referred to 
by Red Grange as the best 
football player he ever saw, is 
retired at International Falls, 
Minn., but though 50, The 
Bronk said softly hte still strug- 
gled into wrestling tights now 
and then. And, of course, 
Grange watches the world go 
from his Florida patio when he 
isn’t televising college or pro- 
fessional football games.

Ed Boeker, now a certified 
public accountant on the East 
Side, remembered Musso as a 
baseball player. ‘“‘He’s the 
only guy I ever knew that you 
couldn’t drive in from second 
base on two hits,” said Boeker. 


Come Again, Doc? 

Dr. Kopcha, formerly of the 
University of Chattanooga, was 
remembered by Musso as the 
fellow Monster who gave poly- 
syllabic pep talks. The good 
doctor obliged with a sample: 

“We are gathered here to- 
day for a purpose which is not 
a detriment to our character, 


but is a glorious aid to each | 


and everyone of us. We are 
staunchly entrenched in the 
fortress of equanimity.” 

The physician grinned. “I'd 

loosen ’em up,” he explained. 
“They'd laugh and, as a result, 
make fewer fumbles and jump 
offsides less often than if 
they were too tense.” 
‘ Musso, who remembers as 
his favorite moment the Bears’ 
crushing 73-0 playoff triumph 
over the Washington Redskins 
in 1940, was a solid field lead- 
er, old teammates remem- 
bered. Dr. Kopcha recalled, 
though, a time the 268-pound 
Musso momentarily hurt rath- 
er than helped the Bears. 

An official made a call Mus- 
so didn’t like. ‘You stink,” 
the Moose growled. 

The referee picked up the 
ball and walked 15 yards to- 
ward the Chicago goal-line. 
*‘How,” he asked sweetly, ‘‘do 
I smell from here, George?’’

And he fought Bud Taylor, 
Terre Haute, Ind., for the 
bantamweight title and gained 
a draw in ten furious rounds, 
March 26, 1927. 


Through the 1920s and the 
1930s the list of his opponents 
included a ‘“‘Who’s Who.” He 
fought them all—Barney Ross, 
Billy Petrolle, Eddie (Kid) 
Wolfe, Kid Chocolate, whom 
he kayoed in 2 rounds, Lou 
Ambers, Jimmy McLarnin, 
Frankie Wallace. 

Tony fought in St. Louis just 
once. He defeated Joe Ghnouly 
here in 10 rounds, Sept. 13, 
1935 when the Kessler boys, 
Harry and Benny, were pro- 


. moting. 


Canzoneri came here after 
several years in the ring busi- 
nes. His nose was rather bad- 
ly battered and, when asked 
about his battered probosci, 
he replied:

The first part of Berg’s an- 
atomy to hit the floor was his 
nose, so hard was he hit by 
the rugged Tony. It Was a 
third round knockout. 

And that night there was a 
celebration in Tony’s 
honor at the Metropole Hotel, 
a hangout of Al Capone, Chi- 
cago’s gangland chief. 

At the height of the festivi- 
ties, Capone arrived, 
rounded by nearly 30 of his 
henchmen. They drove up to 
the hotel in a.cavalcade of 
automobiles, even though the 
Chicago police were reported 
to be on the lookout for Ca- 
pone at the time.

and First Baseman Kent Hadley. 

At Havana, General Manager 
Frank Lane of Cleveland noted 
it -was the fifteenth Yank-A’s 
deal since 1955. “It’s legal but 
should cause some eyebrow lift- 
ing,’’ said Lane. 

Veeck was quoted last night as 
saying there was an “unholy 
alliance” between the Yanks and 
the A’s since Arnold Johnson 
headed the Kansas City club. 

Today, Veeck said the term of 
“unholy alliance’ was ‘‘a little 
high class for me,-I don’t think 
I said that.” 

“The important thing,” Veeck 
continued, ‘‘is that it appears on 
the surface, at least, that the two 
clubs are operating as a closed 
combine to deal with one an- 
other.

About one fifth of all Mount Holyoke graduates re- 
ceive scholarships.

Old-Timers Wouldn’t Recognize Modern Lanes With Their Thick Carpets and Swank Bars

THE 1950s have been a re- 
markable decade in the United 
States, The rich got richer and 
the poor got a sécond car. Pros- 
perity never has laid it on so 
thickly and among three wildly 
profitable luxury growths of the 
decade — automobiles, television 
and bowling—the advantage has 
been to bowling. The other two 
were working in its favor. 


Automobile-m akers doubled 
the load on the highways during 
the ’50s with a chrome-selling 
contest. Television came from 
the nowhere into the every- 
where. Making the move from 
city to suburb by auto, and from 
limited audiences to millions by 
television, bowling showed all 
the other status-seekers how a 
sharp Cinderella operates. Bowl- 
ing moved from alleys to 
palaces, 

“Bowling alley’’ isn’t a social- 


: ly acceptable term now among 


owners of bowling alleys. A man 
in the business prefer$ to be 
called the owner of a bowling 
estabishment but will settle for 
the shorter term, “bowling 
lane.”” 

I spent two days wandering 
among the bowling lanes in the 
St. Louis area. I was blinded by 
chrome and polish. Richly up- 
holstered appointments spoiled 
me for home. I was dipped to 
the ears in luxury designed to 
lure the average man and his 
average family at 50 cents a 
game, The average man is ap- 
preciative of what he’s getting 
for his money. At no time did I 
hear anyone refer to himself as 
being in an “‘alley.’” That would 
be rank ingratitude. 

I also found out what’s cut- 
ting into the tavern trade. Many 
bowling businesses have a solid 
center, a cocktail lounge. The 
floor plans in the bigger houses 
place the bar in the center of 


the building with the bowling: 


lanes to port and starboard, a 
shipshape design for profit. The 
American Society of Planning 
Officials quoted a survey that 
claimed the bar business 
amounts to 17.3 per cent of the

What results 
is either good business or bad

“I go back to the day when 
you had to get to the bowling 
alley by going past the pool 
tables and no lady would be 
caught dead in the joint.

Painting a Path Into Outer Space 


Refugee Scientist Here May Have Solved Missile Problem With Thermo-Lag

IF THE FAMILIES who live 
on Decorah drive in Creve Coeur 
‘have wondered occasionally 
about lights that burn late in the 
basement of No. 75, and have 
felt a little uneasy about curious 
odors which sometimes hover 
about the place, they can put 
their fears to rest. 


Nothing of a nefarious nature 
has been going on there. On the 
contrary, out of the basement of 
No. 75 has come what may prove 
to be an important new develop- 
ment in the man-in-space pro- 
gram. 

It is a product called Thermo- 
lag. An unimpressive looking 
liquid which can be applied like 
paint to a space missile, it may 
prove to be the solution to one 
of the biggest problems of put- 
ting a man into space—the prob- 
lem of the searing heat gen; 
erated by rocket engines and 
friction, which often reaches 
temperatures equal to that on 
the surface of the sun. 

Thermo-lag has already been 
used successfully in several mis- 
sile tests and has been selected 
by the National Aeronautics and 
Space Agency to use on test cap- 
sules designed to carry the first 
astronaut. 


The man who lives at No. 75.

Feldman, whose own story is 
almost as remarkable as his dis- 
covery.

Thus for two years he has had 
the assistance of eight, and 
sometimes 10 chemical engineers 
in his research. He insists that 
much of the credit belongs to 


John, a 27-foot surface-to-sur- 
face missile, and the Little 
John, a 12-foot missile. 

In flight testing the Honest » 
John, Feldman said, the design- 
ers found extreme temperatures 
the big obstacle, In fact, they 
were considering completely re- 
designing the vehicle when 
Thermo-lag was tried as a last 
resort. Over numerous test fir- 
ings, Feldman said, it has 
shown 100 per cent reliability. 

Feldman ‘is quite confident 
that Thermo-lag is going to help 
put the first astronaut into outer 
space. It is used, he explained, 
only on the nose cone, where 
the astronaut will be. Other 
components of the rocket fall 
off at fairly low. altitudes. 

And, it’s only in going up 
and coming down that there is 
any problem,” he points out. 
“Once in space there’s no prob- 
lem at all. No heat, no nothing.’’ 


THE MAN who may have put 
us a gaint step closer to space 
travel was born in 1925 in Row- 
no, Poland, and if his father had 
had his way the world would 
have had a violinist instead of 
@ space scientist. His father, 
Joseph Feldman, is a cellist and 
taught music in Poland. His 
dream was that his son become 
a violin virtuoso. 


Feldman’s boyhood was a hap- 
py one until the Nazis invaded 
Poland. The family fled with few 
possessions. Rubin, who was 
then 14, became separated from 
his parents. He is reluctant to 
talk about the years that fol- 
lowed. 

“I keep this part of my life 
out of circulation,” he said. “I 
like to forget it. I don’t even 
want to be reminded of it.” 


He will only reveal that he 
lived like .a hunted animal, 
sometimes in the woods, some- 
times with farmers who would 
take him in, always moving 
from place to place. He was 
always hungry and his cloth- 
ing consisted mainly of gar- 
ments put together out of po- 
tato and flour sacks. 


After the war he made his way 
to Vienna where, by sheer luck, 
he was reunited with his parents, 
They came to this country in 
1949, after spending a year in 
Canada where Rubin worked at 
various jobs including carpentry 
end bricklaying. They came to 
St. Louis because they had many 
relatives here, going back three 
generations.

For Your Money 


VARIED TRENDS AND TIP-OFFS: Buy a house if you 
need one badly—or wait? Some reports indicate almost com- 
plete agreement among housing experts that costs are not 
likely to come down any time soon, that you shouldn't wait, 
tnat the longer you do, the more you may have to spend. .., 
A note on clothes: That ‘‘continuing revolution” as it’s called, 
in men’s clothing—away from tailored to casual look—has 
greatly increased use of sports outerwear, sports coats and 
siacks but also brought decline for overcoats, suits, hats, ties, 
other items once considered necessary. And spending remains 
low. Fifty years ago a typical worker spent $33 annually on 
clothes. Now—typical outlay is $136, equivalent to only $37.27 
in old dollars, and represents a far smaller share of disposable 
income. Women? 1888 wives spent one-third less than hus- 
bands for clothes. Today many spend 41 per cent more. 


> KIT FOR A SUMMER HOUSE? An old principle in furnl- 
ture making is ‘‘dado’”’ construction—interlocking pieces by 
means of coglike cutouts. Now one prefab manufacturer 
applies it to kits for summer houses and hunting lodges. Dado 
is said to make the kits simple for amateurs to put together— 
and to strengthen the structure, too. Basic shell for smallest 
kit house—20x24 feet, with bedroom, living room, and kitchen- 
ette—costs about $1500. And it’s designed so you can erect 
it without a masonry foundation, using cement block or wood 
posts. 


» THE SKILL OF GOOD BUYING: Purchasing in business 
takes skill; it’s a profession. And purchasing for a family also 
takes virtually professional skill; women who do it well 
deserve recognition, observes one expert. A skilled family 
buyer, he figures, can make family income go 30 per cent 
farther. What’s needed? Careful comparison shopping— 
checking both on price tags and details of quality. To be 
avoided as “chief sins”: impulse buying and careless ‘‘on 
the cuff” buying. Failure to read fine print, to understand 
details, before signing installment contracts or getting loan 
is too common. About 95 per cent of all people who take out 
loans have no faint idea of how much actual interest they're 
paying, this expert would bet. 


>» A LOOK AT LAUNDRY APPLIANCES: Now washers enter 
a complete push-button era. You'll find some 1960 de luxe 
models with completely automatic “programs.” Push a 
button labeled “‘color fast cottons,” for instance, and the 
washer selects correct water temperature, washing time, rinse 
and spin. Many washers have automatic dispensers for bleach, 
water softeners and fabric softeners. Some new automatic 
tumble dryers even make clothes sprinkling unnecessary, 
evenly distributing water over clothes as they dry. Usually, 
combination machines have had fewer special features than 
separate units. But such features—bleach and water softener 
dispensers, for instance—increase as more makers enter com- 
bination field. As you shop, you'll find more colors—even 
brown to harmonize with furniture so units can be used in 
rooms other than laundry or kitchen.

CARE OF IGE Thal

STILL A MYSTERY 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (UPI) 
—Scientists say they are reason- 
ably certain that the ice cake 
which fell from the skies on 
Georgia last October was frozen 
water. 

But they still don’t know how 
the 40-pound cake got into the 
sky and from there to a field 
near Toccoa, Ga., where it dug 
a hole a foot deep and two feet 


Jong on Oct. 26. 


Research is continuing. Mean- 
while, Dr. Irving Friedman, 
geochemist of the Geological 
Survey, said analysis to date 
has disclosed that: 

The ice undoubtedly was of 
terrestrial origin. That is, it 
did not come from the frozen 
nucleus or other parts of a 
passing comet. 

It ‘pretty certainly’ was not 
an accumulation of hail stones. 

The water involved probably 
came from a river or reser- 
voir in southern .or eastern 
United States. 

In all likelihood it was 
dropped, “knowingly or unwit- 
tingly” from an airplane. 

The ice fall created a sen- 
sation in Georgia. The chunk 
was reported to have come close | 
to hitting a farmer, C. J. Lecroy. | 
He was sufficiently impressed 
by his near escape to gather | 
about two pounds of the frag- 
ments and send them to Wash- | 
ington packed in ‘dry ice. 

The fragments, ranging in| 
weight from a few ounces to 
nearly half a pound, were sent 
to several laboratories for anal- 
ysis. 

Several government agencies, 
including the Federal Aviation 
Agency, the Weather Bureau, 
and the Geological Survey, wel- 
comed the opportunity to clear 
up what a spokesman for one 
called “the recurring mystery 
of ice cakes from the sky.”

Construction has commenced 
on two projects for the Lindbergh 
School District to provide educa- 
tional facilities for the steadily 
increasing influx of pupils. A 
new elementary school contain- 
ing 18 classrooms, three kinder- 
garten rooms, special teaching 
room, playroom, cafeteria, 
kitchen, offices, clinic, and gen- 
eral storage areas is being built 
at Sappington road and Richtor 
lane, Crestwood. 

The building is fitted to the 
contour of a sloping site. A two- 
story classroom wing is going 
up across the rear.

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THE CAP CRAZE IS ON

HOLLYWOOD. 
YEARS AGO the cap industry in this country 
foundered in the doldrums. Who wore caps, any- 
way? They were considered old-fashioned, definitely 


passé. 

Today the industry is turning out 80,000,000 caps 
a year with women purchasing and wearing about 20 
per cent of the output. 

How come we've suddenly gone cap-happy? 

One man who claims to know the answer is Edward 
Meyers, executive director of the National Cap and 
Cloth Hat Institute. Meyers attributes the comeback 
of the cap to the popularity of the sports car. 

“Nowadays,” he explains, “no respectable sports car 
driver, male or female, would be caught speeding with- 
out a cap. It’s a more essential accessory than even a 
car radio. It’s the badge of the aficionado. 

“The cap industry,” Meyers continues, “has always 
been influenced by the remotest motivations. For ex- 
ample, we were going great guns in the late 1920s 
producing 50,000,000 caps a year. Then came Hol- 
lywood and the gangster films. James Cagney, Edward 
G. Robinson, a lot of other actors began appearing as 
hoods. They were rarely seen on the screen without 
caps. As a result, you wouldn't believe the financial

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His year of decision 


by ED KIESTER 


ETWEEN CRUSADES one day last January, Billy Gra- 

ham, the wavy-haired evangelist, was playing golf 
near his home in Montreat, N.C. It was a poor round. He 
dubbed a number of easy shots. Furthermore, the slanting 
winter sunlight seemed to be playing odd tricks. 

Before each shot, Billy was obliged to blink and squint. 
Fairways he knew were perfectly level seemed to ripple 
away from him, as a pond ripples in a soft breeze. Once he 
mentioned the illusion to his companions, but they chaffed 
him good-naturedly about golfers’ alibis. So Billy shrugged 
and ignored it. 

A few nights later, he had another disquieting moment. 
Reading in his paneled study, he suddenly noticed that the 
typed page had grown gray and fuzzy. This time he put the 
blame on eyestrain and set work aside for the night. A few 
nights after that, however, there no longer could be any 
doubt. Settling into an airplane seat on the first leg of a trip 
to Australia, Billy tentatively rubbed a tired right eye. With 
only the left eye open, he was shocked to discover, the air- 
liner’s cabin appeared as a blurred, shadowy smear. 

The next day, Billy saw a physician, and within hours the 
news of Billy Graham’s “eye trouble” was nationwide. Many 
- followers held their breath, and the memory of that first 
frightening moment still sends a shiver through his asso- 
ciates on the Graham “team.” Interrupting his trip, Billy 
spent five days at the Mayo Clinic in Rochester, Minn. Doc- 
tors diagnosed a swelling of the left retina, a not uncommon 
disorder brought on by nervous strain and overwork. Al- 
though the ailment was not serious, they warned Billy to 
take a rest immediately and to slow down in the future. If 
he did not, they said, the ailment might recur and they 
could not predict the long-range results. 


Man in a Hurry 


Thus began what Billy Graham calls “my year of decision.” 
To Billy, the eye ailment was not so much a setback as a 
symbol. He quotes 1 Peter: “the trial of your faith, being 
much more precious than of gold.” When Billy's vision 


blurred, it brought into focus a number of vague dissatisfac~ 


tions of which he had been less consciously aware. 

For one thing, the ailment struck when he was trying not 
to slow down but to speed up. For another, he had just cele- 
brated his 40th birthday—and “a man ought to be recon- 
verted at 40.” For a third, 10 years had passed since he first 
burst onto the national scene with his call to Christ. He had 
preached to more persons than any minister in history, and 
yet each sermon showed him new, unfulfilled opportunities. 

“Every day,” Billy says, “I realize more what the Bible 
means when it says, ‘Life it like a weaver's shuttle.’ The years 
flit by, and so many things seem undone.” Like many a man 
of 40, Billy’s big decision—one he has spent a year worrying 
and praying over—is “Where do I go from here? How do I 
make every minute count?” 

Of late, and spurred by his physical reminder, Billy has 
thought of whole new directions for his crusades. He has 
taken inventory of himself and found what he considers gaps

in his knowledge—gaps he has little time to fill. He feels 
need for time to meditate_and to reflect. He wonders if five 
children in North Carolina are being cheated of a chance to 
know their father. 

How to fit in all these ideas? Despite the doctors’ injunc- 
tion, there is little evidence Billy has slackened his pace. 
(“Slow down? Him?” snorts the Graham business manager, 
George Wilson.) In Indianapolis last month, as he wound up 
an exhausting four-week crusade (see photos), Billy was so 
bushed that some nights his boyhood pal and associate evan- 
gelist, Grady Wilson, wondered if he could “go on” at all. 

In a Graham crusade, the call to Christ from the podium 
is only the visible part of the iceberg. Behind the scenes are 
meetings with church leaders and civic leaders, interviews, 
breakfasts, luncheons, dinners, business sessions, goodwill 
visits, and hundreds of callers. At one time in Indianapolis, 
150 persons were waiting for a few minutes of time. 


A Prayer and a Smile 


For each, Billy had a prayer, a smile, and an attentive ear; 
complaints about the time they consume do not come from 
him. But some members of the “team” are less reserved. 
“Too many of these people,” one said, “just want Billy at 
their meetings as window dressing.” In the last days of the 
crusade, Billy’s brother Melvin, a North Carolina farmer, 
flew in for a visit. The only time he could see a tired Billy 
was in a police car en route to the arena. 

Not that the boy evangelist is growing old. At 40, he re- 
mains lean and hard, kept in trim by dynamic tension exer- 
cises morning and evening. He has the same collar-ad profile 
and penetrating blue eyes. He speaks still with the tone of a 


trumpet, and the fountain of conviction shows no sign of — 


drying up. A few minutes alone with the Bible can refresh 
him more than a cold shower. “Rest?” says Billy. “The 37th 
Psalm says: ‘Rest in the Lord and wait patiently for Him.’ ” 
He is pleased with the record of 10 years. “We have helped 
to make religion front-page news,” he says. “We do not 
measure our success in the number of persons who come 
forward to make decisions for Christ. We measure it in the 
numbers who are thinking and talking about Christ who 
were not thinking and talking about Him 10 years ago.” 
In fact, the Graham crusades could go on for years more 
just as they have without losing momentum. “We have 
invitations from virtually every city in the Western world,” 
says George Wilson, “and India and Pakistan as well.” 
If Billy ever had doubts about the world’s yearning for 
his message, the Australian crusade, which began just after 
his clinic visit, should have dispelled them. Measured both 
in numbers and spirits, it was one of his greatest triumphs. 
In Melbourne, he preached before 143,000 in one after- 
noon, and in Sydney before 150,000; in four months, he 
preached to over 34% million people.: 
“Qin sensei Bill weeks ob Revd” annie wile Bath; “ie 
that he feels the world’s need is so immediate and the Gospel 


message so urgent.” Next month, Billy will fly to Africa 


for three months of preaching through nine countries. In

‘So many things undone’: a man of many missions asks his Lord for guidance 


With bankers in Indianapolis, Billy listens to 
grace at luncheon given in his honor. During 


crusade, he often has three guest meals daily. 
At each of them, he delivers a short address. 


June he will be in Washington for a 
week of meetings in Griffith Park. The 
rest of the summer he will preach in 
Germany and Switzerland. 

Already he is making plans for 1961, 
1962, and even 1963. In 1961, for ex- 
ample, he will hold a 10-day crusade 
at 100,000-seat Municipal Stadium, 
Philadelphia. “We expect more and 
more two-week outdoor crusades,” says 
George Wilson. “Partly this is to spare 


-Billy, but mostly it is because he wants 


to reach more people in less time.” 

But there still is the feeling of work 
undone. 

In Indianapolis, Billy preached six 
days weekly to crowds of 13,000 to 
14,000, but the meeting that impressed 
him most drew only 3,000. Held at 
2:30 on a Saturday at Indiana Univer- 
sity, it had for competition the Michi- 
gan State-Indiana football game. To 
Billy, the turnout proved something 
about college students. 

“These are the leaders of tomorrow, 
four million strong,” he says. “They 
are at a stage when they are making 
commitments for life, and among them 
there is great interest in religion. To- 


day’s student is thinking, searching, 
reaching. 

“One girl wrote me, ‘I have switched 
from Elvis to Christ.’ There is a lesson 
there. Today’s students want heroes. 
These are the people I ought to spend 
more time with. This is where I feel 
most at home.” 


A “Bull Session” Ministry 


Of course, Billy has visited many col- 
leges—his visits to Oxford and Cam- 
bridge, in England, were widely publi- 
cized— but always as a side show to the 
main event. Now he is thinking in 
terms of a youth ministry. In his dream, 
it would take the form of his stay at 
Yale. There, coat off and sleeves rolled 
up, he sat far into the night in the stu- 
dent residence houses, just batting the 
breeze with the boys. 

Possibly because of his interest in 
students, Billy has a yearning to return 
to school himself. He considers himself 
lacking in formal education. In point 
of fact, he is well-educated, highly 
knowledgeable, and, for a man so busy, 
remarkably well-informed. He also has

hear what he asks when we're travel- 
ing,” says Grady Wilson. But Billy 
smarts because he lacks a Ph.D. degree. 

To make up for his imagined defi- 
ciencies, Billy: subjects himself to a 
cram course before each trip abroad. 
“Tll bet,” he says with considerable 
pride, “that I had more knowledge of 
the politics, economics, and history of 
Australia than most Australians before 
I went there.” In Indianapolis, he car- 
ried a copy of John Gunther's Inside 
Africa for-a quick sizeup of the con- 
tinent before more intensive study after 
the crusade ended. 

The dream of a return to college is 
one that probably never will come true. 
Once Billy actually consulted the Rev. 
Dr. John A. Mackay, president of the 
Princeton Theological Seminary, about 
giving up evangelism for further study. 
“He told me,” Billy says with a rueful 
grin, “that I was deluding myself. I 
couldn’t possibly be ‘just another stu- 
dent.’ He was right, too.” 


“All | Do is Bray” 


Being a celebrity Billy accepts now, 
but he still is appalled by some features 
of American hero worship, like auto- 
graph-seeking. “This is fine for an actor 
or an athlete,” he said as he smilingly 
obliged besieging bobby-soxers in In- 
dianapolis, “but not for a minister. He 
doesn’t need crowds, he needs solitude. 
He needs time to reflect and to think.” 

His personal appeal he refuses to 
acknowledge. “For me to say that 
people come to hear Billy Graham 
would be like the donkey who carried 
Christ into Jerusalem saying, “Look at 


the crowds who have come to welcome — 
me? The people come to hear about 


Christ. I’m just like the donkey: all I 
can do is bray.” 

, Like many a celebrity, Billy finds 
being famous a rather lonely life. Much 
of his time is spent in hotel rooms, in 
arenas, and in airplanes, with Ruth and 


the children hundreds of miles away. 

He tries to reserve a third of each 
year for his family. But of late, he finds 
his thoughts turning more and more to 
the home in Montreat, set high in the 
North Carolina mountains 15 miles 
east of Asheville, where Ruth and the 
young Grahams — Virginia, 14; Ann, 
12; Bunny, 8; Franklin, 7, and Ned, 
21 months—wait for him to finish up 
his crusade and come back home. 


Goodnight to a Picture 
“The older I get, the more I miss 


Ruth,” he said recently. During cru- - 


sades Billy phones home three times 
weekly, and writes every other night. 
He talks concernedly to Grady Wilson 
about Virginia’s spelling and he tells 
callers wistful stories about Ned: “He 
has this big picture of me in his room, 
and every night at bedtime, he goes and 
kisses it, and says, ‘Daddy gone.’ Thank 
goodness, it won’t be long now.” 
Occasionally Billy wonders idly how 
it would be to give up public appear- 
ances completely and just spend his 
time at Montreat, enjoying his family, 
ranging the mountains he loves, play- 


the world’s need for Christ, his own 
ideas for a student ministry, and his 
thirst for knowledge. And occasionally 
he has hints, just hints, of eyesight be- 
ginning to fog again. 

More. than ever this year, these 
thoughts have pressed on Billy Graham. 
It has been a year of decision, but he 
has not settled on a direction yet. It is 


‘a decision he has prayed over a good 


deal, and in the end he feels the Lord 
will decide for him. 

“I only know,” he says, “that I cannot 
give up what I am doing until the Lord 
tells me to. Like Jeremiah, I have a 
burning within my bones.” e

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What’s wrong with 


college teaching? 


by EARL J. McGRATH 


Former U.S. Commissioner. of Education 


A noted educator warns parents: a straitjacket 
system is squeezing out skill and dedication 


COLLECE EDUCATION for their chil- 

dren is the goal of a rapidly grow- 

ing number of Americans. Yet in the face 

of such dramatic demand, the quality of 

college education is persistently going 
downhill. 

Even by the colleges’ own standards— 
standards that seem to me to be defective 
—the level of college teaching is not what 
it was five years ago. As more and more 


students crowd the campuses, the situation | 


can only grow worse. 

For several years, the Institute of Higher 
Education at Teachers College, Columbia 
University, has been investigating the 
problems of the liberal arts college, the 
backbone of American higher education. 
One of the most pressing of these prob- 
lems is the level of instruction. 

Our study, to be released tomorrow, is 
not encouraging. It is obvious that more 
Americans need more education than ever. 
But it is equally obvious that unless im- 
portant changes are made, thousands and 
thousands of American youngsters are go- 
ing to be short changed. 

A Strange Paradox 

This depressing situation results from a 
strange paradox. In spite of a nationwide 
enrollment of nearly 4,000,000 students, 
eolleges generally hold to the belief. that 


teaching young people is a- minor part of 
their job. ; 


. p A college teacher’s ability to teach has. 


little to do with his ability to hold a posi- 


tion. Indeed, on some campuses actual 
teaching is regarded as the professors’ ex- 
tracurricular activity. 

» Of far greater importance than teach- 
ing, in the college's view, is research at the 
frontiers of knowledge and publication of 
the results in learned journals. Many of 
these research activities result in nothing 
that by any stretch of the imagination 
could be called original contributions to 
knowledge. Many of the publications can 
most generously be described only as un- 


inspired. But in the academic world, the 


rewards—material and professional—go 


to the “producers,” and the penalties to. 


those truly dedicated to the education of 
the young. 

Thus in a large Eastern university re- 
cently, several capable, experienced teach- 
ers, admired by their students and ac- 
claimed by their associates, were suddenly 
told that they could expect no further pro- 
motions. In college life this is considered 
tantamount to dismissal. 

These men were not turned away be- 
cause they were poor teachers, but because 
they had done their jobs too well. They 
had concentrated all their efforts on teach- 


vanced degrees. But recently, the Research 
Division of the National Education Asso- 


' ciation reported, even this has become a 


—_ 


vain hope. “Since 1953-54,” the NEA study 
reported, “holders of the doctor’s degree 
have decreased 25.2 per cent.” | 

A few years earlier, 15 ranking edu- 
cators looked at the problem of teacher 
quantity. The group reported sadly that 
between now and 1970, as many as 484,- 
000 new teachers would be needed but 
only about 135,000 doctorates would be 
awarded. For parents who want “a good 
education” for their children, the conclu- 
sion is obvious: colleges will have to make 
do in the future with teachers even less 
qualified than in the present. 

But even if colleges could find enough 
Ph.D.s to meet the demand, this would be 
no guarantee of high-quality teaching. To 
earn a Ph.D., a candidate must do a piece 
of original research in a narrowly special- 
ized field. A candidate for a Ph.D. in biol- 
ogy, for instance, may study the behavior 
of a single strain of viruses under very 
rigidly controlled conditions. When he 
finishes, he will be expert on that virus 
and he will be well-schooled in research 
technique, but this hardly means he can 
train inquiring young minds in the broader 
concepts of biology. 

The bulk of those who earn advanced 
degrees go into college teaching. Studies 
show that less than one-fourth ever pro- 
duce truly original research. The ability to 
do creative research and the ability to teach 
brilliantly require different personalities. 


Time to Train 


The graduate schools, which produce 
the Ph.D. s, and the colleges, which hire 
them, need to recognize that the two jobs 
require different preparation. Only a few 
institutions have done so. One of the most 
successful has been Syracuse University. 
There, 14 years ago, the degree of Doctor 
of Social Sciences was inaugurated espe- 
cially for college teachers. Instead of con- 
centrating in a narrowly specialized field, 
candidates for the D.S.S. dip also into 
fields related to their subject. Thus a 
would-be political science instructor will 
also study American history, geography, 
economics, sociology, and social psychol- 
ogy. While not much time is spent on 
“teacher education,” students at least are 
given an opportunity to train in an actual 
classroom under an accomplished teacher. 

Such an exemplary program should be 
widely copied. But even the most imagina- 
tive innovations and the swiftest changes 
of policy—and these are unlikely in the 
slow-moving academic world — will not 
produce enough skilled college teachers in 
the early future. 

However, vigorous action now could 
greatly increase the number a few. years 
hence. Otherwise we will need legions of 


dedicated teachers but we will enlist only’ 


platoons. Then American parents bent on 
education for their children will ask some 
tough and impatient questions. And they 
will be questions the colleges will be hard 
pressed to answer. .

MYSORE, INDIA. 
O MOST AMERICANS—perhaps even to President 
Dwight: Eisenhower himself —a maharajah is 
a potentate rolling in wealth, with armies of servants, 
a fleet of racing cars, a harem full of dancing girls. 

Nothing could be further from the truth, as the 
Maharajah of Mysore—shown at right with his fam- 
ily—can testify. He is the last of the working maha- 
rajahs, the only one still in office. 

But things aren’t what they used to be. With his 
income dwindling, the 40-year-old Maharajah Che is 
tall but very fat) has been scrimping. He dresses 
simply—except for jeweled buttons—wearing mostly 
plain white cotton suits. He has only a few servants. 
Though he has a dozen cars to entertain guests; most 
of the cars are shabby with age. He and his wife— 
they have five children—rarely entertain at the palace 
because receptions cost too much. He has been selling 
off pieces of his property and renting out others. 

He permits himself one luxury, however: big-game 
hunting. On an elephant-hunting trip recently, he 
made a comment that told much about his loneliness. 
He said, “I almost know elephants better than people.” 


He Can't Say No 


One reason for his loneliness: The Maharajah is 

only a figurehead ruler with no real power. Though 
the people of Mysore pay him respectful homage, 
this has its disadvantages, too. “He is deprived of the 
privileges of the old days,” comments a former maha- 
rajah, “yet he still has the obligations. The people, for 
example, expect him to give out gifts, and he cannot 
say no. That’s one reason why I sent my son to the 
Technical College. 1am glad he can't be a maharajah. 
As an engineer, he will not starve.” 
_ Though far from starvation, the huge Maharajah is 
not rolling in the wealth of his ancestors. He had been 
receiving about $630,000 a year from the government 
but he now gets only $110,000—and that is heavily 
taxed. What's more, land reforms are eating up his 
estates, shrinking a once-bountiful income. 

With only ceremonial duties as governor, the Maha- 
rajah Chis family name is Jaya Chamaraja Wadiyar) 
spends much of his time reading. One of India’s most 
brilliant scholars, he has a vast knowledge of Eastern 
and Western philosophies. He recently wrote a book 

unexpectedly 


on religion that has become popular. 
He must also reminisce about richer days. In 1947, 
there were 570 maharajahs, each a ruler in his own 


State. But when India won her independence, the » 


states were integrated into the Indian Union and each 
maharajah was persuaded to step down. Today they 
are still addressed as maharajah, but the title will die 
with them for they can’t pass it on to their sons. _ 
The Maharajah of Mysore was asked to return as 
Mysore’s governor because of his personal popularity. 
But the cost of holding office may sometimes make him 
wish he were a private citizen. “The Maharajah is 
not starving,” says one of his friends, “but the wolf 
may not be far from the palace gates.” .
